ELECTIVES  IN  THE  BASIC  CURRICULUM 

’’Students  are  advised  to  take  a  sequence  of  courses  in  the  same  subject.” 

This  statement  will  follow  the  description  of  the  basic  curriculum  in  the 
1971  School  of  Nursing  Calendar.  The  provision  of  more  electives  and  a  wider  choic 
of  courses  within  a  subject  in  the  revised  basic  curriculum  has  gi^ren  students 
greater  freedom  to  explore  their  own  interests.  In  their  third  year  many  students 
elect  to  pursue  subjects  to  which  they  have  been  introduced  in  either  first  or 
second  year,  enabling  them  to  study  these  subjects  in  some  depth.  This  also  means 
that  in  their  third  year  students  are  studying  the  elective  subjects  at  a  level  in 
keeping  with  the  rest  of  their  programme.  Another  increasingly  important  consider¬ 
ation  in  students’  long  term  planning  should  be  the  fact  that  admission  reauiremeni 
for  graduate  programmes  place  greater  emphasis  upon  a  seouence  of  courses  in  the 
same  subject  than  upon  a  number  of  unrelated  courses.  All  of  these  arguments  for 
taking  a  sequence  of  courses  in  the  same  subject  should  be  considered  by  students 
deciding  upon  their  choice  of  electives.
